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CHAP. IL 
A Deſcription of the Scat of the War in Italy. 


He late Acceſſion of the Duke of Savoy to the Con- 

| federacy has given ſuch a Turn to the Aﬀairs of 

Italy, that *tis now-cover'd w.th hoſtile Armies in 

ſereral Parts; but in deſcribing the Seat of the War on the 

Frontiers of Savey, we are obliged to take in the Domi- 

nions of Savoy, the State of Genous, and the Dutchy of 
Milan: of which in order. 

1. Under the Name of Savvy are comprebended 4 
Provinces, *iz. the Dukedom of Sev2y, Principality of 
Piedm mr, County of Nite, and Dukedom of Monferrat ; 
extending in length about 190 Miles, and in breadth 
about 120 Miles. But Savoy, properly ſa call'd, is not 
above 90 Miles in length, and*in breadth 75; having 
on the E. a liſlind in Switegerland, and part of Pied- 
mont; on the W. Breſs, with (ome of Daa pbiay in France; 
on the N. the Lake Geeva, which parts it from Sitz- 
⁊erlamd; and on the S. Dauphiny in trance, and S. E. Pird - 
mont. Ths Province is very Hilly and Mountainous, 
over-ſpread with the Branches of the Alps, healthy 
enough, but nothing, ſo rich and fruitful as Piedmont. 
The chief Town is Cobambery, at preient in the Hands of 
the French, *T1s divided into 7 parts, vig. 1. Com- 
moawealth of Geneve (free). 2. Dutchy of Chablui.. 
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. Barony of Fosfigny. 4. Dutchy of Geneva. 5. Dutchy 
df proper Savoy, 6. County of Jareataiſe. 7. County 
Sf Maurienne, The principal Towns are, 1. Geneva, 
Fanding on the Rhone, where it comes out of the Lake 
Lem in, commonly called Toe Lake of Geneva, T his 
noted City, famous for preſerving its Liberty and an 
ndzpendant Republican Government, in oppoſition to 
the Pretenſions of their Neighbours, is not ill fortified ; 
Put its greateſt Strength lies in a firm Alliance with the 
Cantons of Zurich and Bern. This being a free City in 
Matters of Religion, and protecting thoſe who by any 
Neceſſities have been driven out of their Native Coun» 
tries, has a great Trade, and is populous, inſomuch, that 
it is thought to have 40029 Souls in it, and of them 6029 
French Refugees. 2. Thonon or Toxnon is the chief Town 
AF Chab1lats, 26 Miles of Geneva, on the Lake. 3. Cluſe 
the chief Toun of togfzgny, ſtanding upon the River 
Arve, 19 Miles S. of Thongs. 4. Anneey , the chief 
Town of the Dutchy of Geneve, ftanding on a Lake of 
the fame Nam-. The French took it in 1539, and in 
the laſt War again, but reftor'd it by the Treaty of 
Twin in 1696. In 1703, they ſeiz'd ita third time, but 
at preſent *tis poſſeſs d by the Duke of Savoy, 5 Cham- 
bey the Metropolis of the Dutchy of Sava, ſtanding 
in proper Saver, 66 Miles N. W. of Turin. It ſtands 
on a Plain, near the Confluence of two ſmall Rivers, 
call'l Albans and Leifſs, the former of which ſends ſe- 
veral Streams quite through it. Twas taken by the 
trench in 1690, and reſtor d by the Treaty of Jurin in 
1596 3 but the French have aga n ſeiz'd it in 1763, tho 
it is not likely they can hold it long; however the Sa- 
wrd attack d it in vain, Apri/ 13. 1704 6. Mas- 
tiers or Mouſſ iers, the chief Town of the Tarentiiſe, 
ſtanding on the fr, where the Brook Denon runs into 
it; cis the Seat of an Archbiſhop, and not eaſily come 
at, being guarded by Defile and narrow Paſſes.

Had the French continu'd in Poſſeſſion 
of it, it might have prov'd a ſevere Bridle upon Savoy, 
for it afforded the French a commodious Paſs from France 
to /taly on all occaſions z but by the Treaty concluded 
at Turin in 1696, *twas diſmantled, and delivered to the 
Savozard, Perouſe underwent the ſame Revolutions 
with Prgnerol. Lucern ſo names the Country it ſtands 
in, which was formerly called, The 7allies of the Vawdois, 
who underwent a miſerable Perſecution in 1588 ; and 
having fled to Snitzzerland, form'd there a Body in 
1659, and invaded Savoy: in 1690, they were recall'd, 
and reftor'd to their Privileges, by the Mediation of 
King William III. of England; but after the Treaty 
concluded at Turin in 16956, the Duke of Savoy renewed 
his former Society, till the Year 1703, in which he en- 
couraged them to take up Arms to oppoſe the Incroach- 
ments of the French King, which juſtly mov'd him 
to joyn with the Confederates in the glorious Deſign 
of reducing the exorbitant Power of that amb:tious 
Monarch. Carignas the Frinch took in 1691, but the 
Duke of Savoy Ktook it that very Year. Carmagnois 
was likewiſe took in 1691, hy the French; but the Sa- 
toads retook it that (ame Year. Saluzzo too was ta- 
ken by the French in 1591, but they loft |t that ſame 
Year, There is nothing memorable of the Territory 
of Mondovi, but that the People thereof (who are a fort 
of Bandit) rebell d againſt the Duke of Savoy in 1690, 
and were (uppreis'd with ſome Dithculty.

It ſtands in the 
upper Bavaria, upon the River Iſer, which is here 
covered with a Bridge, 70 Miles E. from Ulm, 
and 40 Miles S. from Ingoldftat, Guſtavus Adol- 
phus took it in 1632, and ſparing the ducal Palace 
for its admixable Structure, found in it 140 Braſs 
Guns 6 other Pieces) hidden under Ground, 
one of which was charged, inſtead of Powder 
and Shot, with 30000 Crowns in Gold, 2. Fria- 
berg, a Town lying between the Leck and the Par, 
about a Leigue to the E. of Auſburgh, now in 
the Hands of the Confederates, under the Com- 
mand of the Duke of Marlborough. z. Rain, an- 
other Town took by the Duke of Marlborough's 
ſucceſsſul Arms. 4. Ingolſtat ſtands on the N. ſide 
of the Danube, over which it has a fair Bridge, 
43 Miles almoſt N. of Munich ; tis a Town ſtrong- 
ly fortified both by Nature and Art, and has a 
noble Caſtle with very ſtreng Walls : being now 
in the Poſſeſſion of the Confederates. 

The above-mentioned Towns lie in upper Bavs 
ria; 1. Ratisbon, lies E. N. E. from Newburgh 40 

liles, being a fair, large, populous, and well 
ilt City, adorn'd with a magnificent old Cathe- 
dral, and a ſtately Caſtle, in which the imperial 
Dyets are commonly held. In the War that now 
is, the preſent Duke of Bavaria in 1700, ſeiz d it. 
2. Paſſaw, 90 miles E. N. E. from Munich, a rich, 
populous, and trading City, feated near the Fron- 
tiers of Aria: though it is naturally ſtrong, be- 
ing fenced on all Hands with Rocks and Rivers, 
yet it readily capitulated in 1704, with the Duke 
of Bavaria, |

what remains to be view'd in this Circle, is the

and retaken in 1703, by the Imperialits, Five 
Miles South of Rortenburgh, lies Engithal, a ſmall 
Village, near which the Bavarians, under Count 
Maſffey were defeated by the Ynperialiſis in 1903, 
and then retir'd to Ampach and Amberg. Mons 
ing 20 Miles S. W. from Amberg, you come to 
Newmark, a Place of Strength, which had in it a 
Garriſon of 1400 regular Troops, when the Ir. 
rerialifts took it in 1703. Seventeen Miles S. by . 
from Newark, is Diet fort, on the N. Bank of the 
River Airmul, near which the Bavarians were de- 
feated by the Germans, under the Command of 
Count Stirum, in 1703 and the Place it ſelf fell

Caſtle : near this Place there happen'd a ſharp 
Engagement between the French, in Conjunction 
with the Baverians, and the Germans, Thirteen 
Miles E. by N. from Hoc hftet lies Donawert, taken 
by the confederate Forces under the Condu of 
the Duke ef Marlborough, July the zu, 1704; the 
very next Day after the ſignal Victory obtained 
over the Bavarians on the Schellenberg. Now the 
Schellenberg is a ſtrong Poſt or Caſtle of great Im- 
portance, ſtanding on a Hill or riſing Ground, for- 
tifiec with Intrenchments on the W. ſide of Doua 
wert, which commands that Town. 


Of Auftria. 


Auſtria (famous for being the Title of that il- 
luſtrious Family, call'd, the Arftrian) is divided 
igto the Higher and Lower. The lower lies on 


the E. ſide towards Hungary, and the higher on the 
W. fide joyning Bavaria; but it being ſufficient 
for our preſent Purpoſe to view only the Towns 
of the higher, we ſhall reſerve thole of the —

The Circle of Swabia deſeribd. 


Swabia is bounded by Franronia and the Palati- 
nate of the Rhine on the N. Alſatia, on the Weſt 
Smitzzerland on the S. and Bavaria on the Eat. 
Tis 148 Miles long from E. to W. and 146 Miles 
broad from N. to S. The Directors of this Circle 
are the Biſhop of Conſtance and the Duke of Wir- 
temberg. The Chief Town of the whole Circle is 
Aiſourgh, a very antient and conſiderable City 
ſtanding 35 Miles N. W. from Munich, at the 
Confluence of the Leck and the Wertach, which 
fill with joynt Forces into the Danube 25 Miles 
ber: the Duke of Bavaria and the French ſeiz d 
t in 1703, finding in it 130 Pieces of Cannon, and 
Firms for 10000 Men, but ſince the Defeat of the 
avarians and French at Donawert, the Inhabi- 
unts thereof have begg'd the Duke of Marlbo- 
$'%:-'s Protection. Kempton, one of the antient- 
et Towns in Germany, ſtands upon the Iller

Eighteen Miles W. by S. from Mindelheim we find 
Memmingen, an antient imperial City, ſtanding 
within a League of the E. fide of the River Iller. 
This Place is large, populous and enrich'd with 
dealing in Paper: 'tis fortified on one fide with a 
Marſh, and on the other with a good Wall; the 
Duke of Bavaria maſter'd it in 1703, but the Im- 
—— regain'd it that ſame Year. Fourteen 
Miles almoſt W. from Orſingen, is Furſt enburgh, the 
head Town of a Principality of the ſame Name, 
ſubje& to its own Prince of an illuſtrious Family, 
that has prodnced ſeveral great Perſons, particular- 
ly Cardinal Furfewbureh, whoſe Pretenſions to the 
Arch-biſhoprick of Cologn, back'd by the French 
King, in Oppeſition to the Emperor and the Pope, 
gave Occaſion to the breaking out of the late War, 
that began to diſturb Farope in 1689. 

By the Black Forreſt we meet with Eſchingen, 
lying 5 Miles N. W. of Fur ſtenburgb, which was 
the Place where the French encamp'd with the 
Bavari ant, after their March through the Kintzin- 
gerdal in 1783. Fridlingen, near the E. Bank of 
the Rhine, is famous for that memorable Battle 
between the French, under the Command of Count 
Merſin, and the Germans, under the Command of 
Prince Lewss of Baden. Oppolite to Fridl:ngen, 
on the W. ſide of the Rhine, ſtands Hunningen-Fort. 
From Eſchingen, where the Dauube riſes, lies Vil- 
lingen 6 Miles almoſt N. which held out againſt the 
French in 1703; but was taken by them in 1704, 
upon their March through the Black Forreſt to joyn 
the Elector of Bavaria, The Town of Briſack

The 14th the neceſſary Diſpoſitions being made for 
attacking Rain, 27 Pieces of Cannon hegan to play upon 
it: The Gariſon appear'd reſolv'd to defend the Place to 
the laſt Extremity; but deſpairing of relief, and ſeeing 
the Beliegers prepare to give a general Aſſault, they beat 
2 Parley the 16h in the Morning, and offer'd to ſurrender, 
which they were allowed to do on the following Terms, 
iz. That the Gov-rnor (Brigadier Mercy) Officers and Regu- 
ar Troops ꝓould march out with the uſual marks of Honour 
and Ammunition for 12 Diſcharges; as alſo withtheir Bage 
gage, vut without Cannon or any more Ammunition ; and that 
the Militia Forces ſhould march out without Arms, on Condi- 
tion never ag41n to bear Arms againſt the Emperor or his AN 
ties. That the Horſe and Dragoons ſhould leave their Horſes 
bokind them. That all the Priſoners of War , the Allies 
Feauld be left behind, and alſo all Deſerters. And laſtly, 
That the Governor, and thoſe that marched out withbim fhould 
be conducted ſafe to the Eleftor's Camp. Accordingly they 
march'd out the 17th, in number about 400 Men; 24 Pie- 
ces of Cannon were found in the Place, with a geeat 


quantity of Corn, and ſome Ammunition. 


The 17th my Lord Cutts, and Lieutenant General 
Ingolisby arrived in the Camp. Orders being given for 
providing Magazines at Newburg and Rain for the Army, 
they marched the 17th in the Morning from Burcheim, 
and the 15th encamped at Aich, whither that day, and 
the two following, Corn and Stores were hrought from

The 28th my Lord Duke of Marlborougb review'd 
the Troops on the Left Wing of the Army, which ap- 
pear' d in very good Order; ſeveral of the Officers and 
Soldiers that were wounded at the Attack of Scbellen- 
berg being returned to their Regiments. The Elector 
of Bavaria refuſing obſtinately to come to any Terms of 
Accommodation with the Allies, rely ing entirely on his 
Succours from France, the Count 4e la Tour General of 
the Imperial Horſe, with the Count de Oaſt-Friſe, Lieu-- 
tenant General in the States Service, were ſent out the 
29th in the Morning with a Detachment of zo Squadrons 


of Horſe and Dragoons to burn and deftroy the Coun- 
try toward Munich, to. deprive the Enemy of any Sub- 


litance. . | 
The 3 iſt the Duke of Marlborough had Advice, by a 


Deſerter, that the Elector of Bavaria had made a De- 


tachment of Horſe towards Landſperp, wherenpon the 
Duke of Virtembem was immediately tent out with 2000 
Horſe and Dragoons to obſerve them, but ſoon after 
upon Intelligence that the Enemy's Party conſiſted on- 
ly of 4 Squadrons which were fent to Reinforce the 
Garriſon of Munich, Orders were ſent to the Duke of 
Wirtemberg to oyn the Count de la Tour in. the Execution 


of his Comm ion to deſtroy the Country, which having 


been pertor ned as far as Munich in ſuch a manner that 
the Enemy will not be able to find any Subſiſtance that 
way; thole Generals with their Detachments rejoyn'd 
the Army the 34 of Auguſt.

went to obſerve the Enemy, who advanc'd and encampt 
on a Hill near Hochſtetten; whereupon that Night the

The Account of which famous Victory 
take from the Letter which my Lord Tunbrids: 
brought from his Grace the Duke of Mariboroug b 
to Mr. Secretary Harley. 


Camp at Hoch et, Thurſday Morning. 
SIR, 


I| Gave you an Account on Sunday of the Situation we were 
in, aud that we expeited to hear the Enemy would paſs - 
ih; Danube art Lawingen, in order to attack Prince Eu- 
genes At 4 11 that Night. we bad an Expreſs from. him, 
hit the Enemy was come over, and defiring he might be 
reinforced as ſoon as poffivle ; whereupon J ordered my Bro- 
ther Churchil to advance at one 4 Clock in the Morning, with 
kis 20 Battillions, and by three the whole Army was in 
motion: For the greater Expedition, J order'd part of the 
Troops ta ruſs over the Danube, aud follow the March of the 
20 Battalllons; and with moſt of the Horſe and Foot of tb: 
firſt Line, I paſſed the Lech at Rain, and came over the 
Danube ar Donawert, ſ that we all- joined the Prince 
this Night, intending to advance and take bis Camp at 
Hochftet.. In order thereunto, we went out on Tuziday 
early in the. Morning, with 40 Squadrons , to view the 
Ground, but found the Enemy had already poſſ*ſjed thems - 
ſelves of it; whereupon we reſolved to attack them, and

the Batte! begun: It laſted with great vigour till Sun-ſot, 
when the Enemy were obliged to retire, and by the Bleſſing 


of God we obrained>a compleat Vittory. We have cut of 


great Numbers of them, as well in the Action, ay in the Re- 
treat, beſides upwards of 30 Squadrons of the French which 
I puſhed into the Danube, where we ſaw the greateſt pars of 
them periſh: Monſieur de Tallard, with ſeveral of bis Ge- 


neral Officers being taken Priſoners the ſame time: And at 


the Village of Bleinheim, which the Enemy bad intreuebd 
«nd fortified, and where they made the greateſt Oppoſriion, 1 
eblig d 26 entire Baitallions and 12 Squadrons of Dragoor's 
to ſurrender themſelves Priſoners at Diſcretion. We took 
like wiſe all their Tentsſt anding, with their Cannon and Am- 
munition; as alſo 4 great Number of Standards and Kettle 
Drums, and Colours in the Adtion; ſo that I reckon the 
greateſt part of Monſieur Tallard's Army is taken or deſtroyed. 

The Bravery of all our Troops on this Occaſion cannot be 
expreſs'd, the Generals, as well as the Officers and Soldiers, 
behrving themſelves with the greateſt Courage and Reſolution : 
the Horſe and Dragoons having been oblig d io charge 4 or 
s ſeveral times: The Eleftor and Monſieur de Marlin were 
fo advantageouſly poſted, that Prince Eugene could make no 
Impreſſion on them till the third Attack at near 7 at Night, 
when we made a great Slaughter of them, but being near 4 
Wood fide , 2 good Body of Bavarians retir'd into it, and 
the reſt of that Army retreated towards Lawingen, is he- 
ing too late and the Troops too much tir d 10 purſue them far. 
I cannot ſay too-much in the praiſe of the Prince's good Con- 
duct, and the Bravery of his Troops on this Occaſſon. Tou wil 
pleaſe to lay this before Her Majeſty, and bis Royal Highneſs, 
to whom 1 ſend my Lord Tunbridge with the good News.

This is as full an Account thereof as could be given 
at preſent by his Grace; but a full and impartial Re- 
lation of this Glorious Victory being ſince given by the 
mgenious Colonel 7voy, Quarter-Mafter General under 
his Grace the Duke of Marlborough, I have thought fit 
to infert it here, as being the beſt Relation we can re- 
ceive; and as for the Plan exattly drawn by the afore- 
ſaid worthy Gentleman, with References thereto of 
the ſeveral Camps and Marches of both Armies; it was 
too large to be placed in a Book of this ſmalineſs, yet 1 
have for the Diverſion of the Reader contraſted/it into 
a lefſer Compals, without omitting any thing of Moment 
that is contain'd in the Original one. 

After our good Succeſs at Donawert, we pad the 
Danube, and then the Lech without any Oppolition z 
and having reduc'd. the Town. of Nin, we were, in a 

| M. nnez, 
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manner Maſters of all Bavaria, which the Elector 3. 
handlon'd to us: So that we poſted our ſelves where 


we thought fit, particularly at Aycha, which is a very 


fine. Town, and at Scbrobbenbauſe, where we ſettled: onr 
Magazines. Afterwards we advanc'd to Friedberg, where 
ave encamp'd in fight of the Enemy, who had ſtrongly 
entrench d themſelves under the Cannon of Augsburgh, 
It being impoſſible either to draw them to an Engage- 
ment, or to attack them without infinite Diſadvantage ; 
and the Elector of Bavaria having return'd ſhulfling An- 
ſwers, to the kind Invitations ſent him for an Accomo- 
dation; a Party of 4000 Horſe was commanded out to 
burn and lay waſt his Country. But the Elector continu- 
ing obſtinate, and depending much upon the Relief 
which Mareſchal Tallard was bringing up to him, our 
Generals reſolv'd to attack the Town of Jngolſtadt ; and 
Prince Eugene being advanc'd as far as 3 We 
paſo d the Paer and cam̃e to Xiebach the fourth of Auguſt. 
Our left Wing reaching to Aycha, and the right beyond 
the Caſtle of inden, burning all the Villages we had 
tpared before between the e two Camps. 

The fifth, our Army paſs'd again the River Paer, near 
the Town of Schrobbenhauſe, leaving it to our right, and 
encamp'd, the left Wing at a Place call d Xlooſterbug, 
above the little Town of Hage wart, and the right Wing 
behind the laid Town of Schrobbenkauſe. 

The ſixth, having receiv'd Intelligence that the E- 
lector of Bavaria was come out of his Intrenchments, and 
was Encamp'd by Tirbaupten, on the other fide the Lech, 
between Biherbaph and Clooſterbolts, it was relolv'd to ob- 
ſer ve him, and to advance to Donawerz ; which was accord- 
ingly executed, all the Proviſions being already arrw'd at 
Nienvurgh. On the ſeventh the General Count Merq 
was Gdctach'd from the Imperial Army, under Prince 
Lewy of Baden, with 700 Horle to ſecure Donawert on 
one fide, whilſt Brigadier Baldwin, who from the tour- 
teenth of Fuly had been detach'd from our Army, re- 
ceivd Orders to encloſe the fame Town, on the North 
tide, with his 50% Hurle. The cighth , all our Army, 
wader. the Duke of Marlborough, march d by . 
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and that of the Emperor, under Prince Lewis of Baden 
on the other fide the little Town at Potmes or Beemen, 
which was already reduc'd in Aſhes. The ſame Day. 
we were inform'd that the Enemy decamp'd from Cleo- 


ſter-holts, and came near the Danube; and that Tallard- 


was advanc'd behind them with his Troops, both bend ing 
their March towards Lawingen; Whereupon the Duke 
of Marlborough advanc'd the ninth towards Enbeym, where 
he poſted his left Wing, and his right at Tillingen. Prince 
Lewis march'd his Body to Nieuburgh, leaving with the 
Duke of Marlborough 28 Squadrons of his Imperial Horle 


and Dragoons, under the Command of the Prince Re- 
cent of Wirtemberg , General of the Horſe, who came 


and encamp'd on our right Wing. 

The tenth, his Srace continued his March towards 
Fiin, his right Wing reaching to Middelſtad, and his 
left to Pluckingen, having the Town of Rain, in our Front, 
and the Quarter General at Nederſchonevelt. The lame 
day the Duke of Winemberg being detach'd with his 28 


Squadrons, march'd along the Cloiſter at Nederſtone- 
velt, and paſs'd the Danube on the Bridge that was at 


Xerxen, in order to go and incamp near Donawert, and 


reinforce Prince Eugene. Twenty Battalions were allo 


d:tach'd , under the Command of General Churchill, who 
pailed them over the ſame Bridge, and Encamp'd at 
Aerxen, with all the Artillery, with the ſame Purpole 
of luſta ining Prince Eugene, in Caſe he ſhould be attack d- 
The elzventh upon advice that the Elector of Bavaria, 


as well as Tallard, had paſſed the Danube at Lawingen, .- 


and that they were encamp'd, with their left Wing at 
Lawingen, and their right at Stein; Prince Eugene, to 
{ecure himſelf, retired in the Night from Munſter where: 


he was Encamp'd ; and poſted himſelf on the other fide... 
the River I/ernity, near Donawert, having behind him 


the Wood of Scbellenberg. Being inform'd of this Mo- 


tion, the Duke of Marlborough march'd his Army in the. 


Night, with the 20 Battalions under General Chchill, 
and came by eight of the Clock in the Morning to- 
Donawert, and then march with the Army command- 
cd by Prince Eugene, they advanc'd. both and eucamp d.

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with their left Wing at Munſter near the Danube; their 
right Wing reaching beyond the Village of Apperſboven 
as far as the Wood, The twelfth the Generaks would 
have advanc'd as far as Greinbeim with their left Wing, 
and their right to Schwinenbag : But the Troops being 
too much fatigued, they contented themſelves to $9 and 
view the Ground, allowing the Army ſome Reſt. There- 
upon the Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene advanc d 
with the Piquet, towards Sweyningen, and being u pon 
the height, they began to diſcoyer the Enemies Troops 
on the Plain of Pleintheym, and before the Mills between 
Greynheym, and Onderklawen ; and a little after, they per- 
ceiv'd a greater Numher, and even ſome of their Ge- 
nerals, who came to view the ground. 

Our Generals being return'd to our Army, order'd 
the neceſſary Paſſages to be made; whereupon Pioneers 
were ſent near Thiffeygen, to make Bridges of Commu- 
nication, on a Rivulet, which indeed was narrow, but 
had high Banks. The Men were hardly at their Work, 
when the advanc'd Guards of the Enemy came as far 
as between Sweyningen aud Thrfingen; and their HZuſſars 
obliged our Pioneers to retire as far as our advanc'd 
Guard, which gave the Alarm to our Camp, the Duke 
of Marlborough return'd that way with all the Piquets, 
ſeven Squadrons of Dragoons, which were encamp'd 
before the Quarter General, and five Engliſh Battalions 
of Row's Brigade, with the Battalion of Engliſh Guards, 
which were follow'd by a Brigade of Heſſe, and a good 
part of the Army; but being come to the Rivulet where 
our Pioneers had been repulled, they found that the Ene- 
my not only retir'd, but return'd full Gallop to their 
main Army. Our advanc't Guard was reinforc'd , and 
left under the Command of a Major General; and the 
two Brigades of Foot, which were in the Village of Thif- 
fingen were allo left under the Command of a like Officer, 
who pofted his Men in the Hedges thereabouts, We 
began to perceive that all the Forces of the Enemy were 


got together, being ſtrongly encamp'd with their right

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Baggage of the Army ſent towards Donewerr, near the 
Village of Rietlingen, till farther Order; Bridges were 
laid on the River Xęſęl, to march over the Army, and 
all things made ready to march to the Enemy, After 
tkis Diſpoſition, on the thirteenth, the Drums beat the 
General about one in the Morning, the Aſſembly at an 
hour and a half, and the March at two, and at three 
the Army began to paſs the River, marching in eight 
Columns over the Bridges; to wit the Imperialifts 
in two Columns with their Infantry, each Line apart, 
and took the right of all, having two Columns of Horſe 
on their left. Our Troops march'd allo in four Columns, 
to wit, two of Foot, on the left of the Imperial Caval- 
ry; and two of Horſe on the left of all. Thus the 


whole Army advanc'd in eight Columns as far as the 


Rivulet near Thiffingen , where Paſſages were open'd, 
Letter A. The advanc'd Guards were ordered to 
return each to their Body; and the two Brigades of 
Foot which had been left in that Village, under the 
Command of Major General Wilks, and 15 Squadrons 
which the Duke of Marlborough cauſed to be Com- 
manded out, form'd together on the left a ninth Co- 
lumn, and ſo we Marched towards Sweyningen. 

As ſoon as the nine Columns were arriw'd between 
that Village and the Wood, they made a Halt | at the 
Letter B,] And we did not perceive that the Enemies 
Army made any great Motion. The Duke of Marl- 
borough and Prince Eugene, who had poſted themſelves 
ona riling Ground, [Letter C, ] call to them all the 
Generals that led the ſcveral Columns, to give them 
the neceſſary Directions, in order to attack the Enemy; 
it was then about fix a Clock in the Morning. My Lord 
Cutts, Lieutenant General, St. Paul, Major General, 
and Brigadier Ferpgufon, were detach'd with 20 Battalions 
to * Major General Vills, who had Orders to 
attack the two Water-Mills, fituated before the Village 


of Pleyntheim, whereupon the Enemy immediately burnt 
all the Village of Onderkl:uwne, as alſo the the two Water- 
Mills, marked [D) and the two Farm-Houſes called 
the Zoeyen, beſides the Villages of Wolperſterte, —_ 
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Bergbauſen, and Schwynenbach , and fired two Pleces of 
Cannon to recall their Foragers. After that they beat 
the General, then the Aſſembly, and we began to. ſee 
them come to their Arms before their Camp , their 
Generals and Adjutants galloping from one Place to 


another. During this, our Columns advanc'd in the 
BNain, four of ours march'd to the left, on the fide of 
the Village of Greynbeim, and the four of the Imperia- 
lifts took the right, towards the Village of Schmynenbact, 
leavin Wolperfferrs and Berghauſen on the ſame Hand, 
We view'd the Rivulet which was between us and the 
Enemies Army, and tound that it would be dithcult for 
the Horſe to paſs it, becauſe the Water was ſtanding 
on each fide of the Banks, which were pretty high ; 
and beſides the Ground was marſhy to the right of 
Overklauwne,as allo between 0nderkliuwne and the Water- 
Mills, but we were reſolved to make the Paſſage eatie, 
by the Planks of our Pontons and Faſcines. The Ene- 
my brought all their Cannon down to that fide to fire 
on us, and fo ſoon as Major General its began to ap- 
proach the Mills, they fired furiouily, and with fone 
20 Pounders, to hinder us from approaching the Marth 
or the Rivulet, which is call'd Z/zj-1:27$vroeck ; It was 
then eight a Clock. Thereupon We brought ſome 
Pieces of Cannon to the left of the Village of %- 
Uuwe, on the great Road to Hochſtette, of which we 
formed two Batteries, one Engliſh, and one Duteb, [E 
and then cannonaded one another briskly; which did 
great Damage on both ſides, becauſe the Ground was 
level. Whilft the Imperialiſts advanced oa their right, 
the Enemy employ'd all their Batteries to cannonade 
them in their March: Ahout eleven of the Clock our 
Army being in Battalia in two Eines, except ſom? few 
Squadrons which formed th? Body of Relerve: We 
quickly made hve Bridges [ F}] with the Planks of our 
Poatone ; and repaired the Brilge marked [G] on the 
high Road, which the Enemy had deftroy't {; Anal the 
Horſe of the right Wing were ordered to provide them - 
ſelves with Faſcines. Prince Eugene being advanc'd !'0 
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Wing, Orders were given for à general Attack, and it 
was about one of the Clock in the Afternoon when it 
was begun. Major General Wilks heing advanced to the 
two Water-Mills, made the firſt Onſet according to his 
Order, being ſupported by my Lord Cutts: After which 
the Cannon fired very briskly, which was a Signal for 
the Army to fall on, and ſo they advanced towards the 
Enemy at that very Inſtant. The Infantry under Major 
General Vilks ſoon took Poſſeſſion of the two Mills, and 
that of the main Body of the Army poſted themſelves 
in the Village of Overklawen, quite on the right Wing, 
near the Rivulet between the Lime-Kilns, having the 
Village of Overklawen before them, in which were ſeveral 
Battalions of the Enemy. But the Imperialifts could 
nut attack them ſo ſoon as we, becauſe the Ground 
where they were in Battalia, was full of Hedges and 
Buſhes, fo that they could not charge till half an hour 
after us: The Horſe on the left Wing did not pals the 
Rirulet without Dithculty, for they ſtood the Fire of 
the Enemy a full Hour, having the Village of Pleymtbeym 
in their Flank, and the Enemies Cavalry in their Front, 
by whom they were at firſt repulſed. But as they were 
well ſupported, they drove the Enemy beyond the ſe- 
cond Rivulet call'd Meulweyer, at the Spring Head 
[Letter H. ] which is mooriſh, from thence to the 
Hedges of the Village. Our Cavalry form'd their Body 
on the backſide of the Rivulet, ſuftaining all the while 
the great Fire from the Village, till at length the In- 
fantry began to line and cover them: The reſt of the 
Horse of our left Wing, who were Danes and Hanove- 
ans, paſsed the Rivulet in the middle of the Village of 
Onderkliweir, and on the right of it, but the Enemy at- 
tacked them, they were quickly beat back agam over 
the ſame Rivulet; but our Tafantry ſuſtaining them, they 
rallied and charged a ſecond time, which had no better 
uccels, But the Duke of Marlborough having himſelf 
Drought up ſome Squadrons | Letter J.] which were 
Jupported by ſome Imperial Squadrons of the Body of 
Reicrve, made them advance with ſome Battalions be- 
you the Rivulct, to drive the Enemies Foot out of the 
Village 
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Village of Overklauwen, from whence they galled our 
Horſe in the Flank ; Whereupon the Enemy began to re- 
tire. The Prince of Holſtein-Beck, Major General, who 
was quite on the right of our Foot, attacked alſo the 
Village of Overklauwem But as the Imperial Cavalry 
was above two Musket Shot from him , he had hardly 
paſſed the. Rivulet with three or four Battalions , but 
eight or nine out of the Village fell on them ſo ſuddenly, 
before the Regiments were formed, that that. of Goor, 
which was on the right Wing [KI was entirely defeated, 
and the Prince of Holſtein- Beck, deſperately Wounded, 
and taken Priſoner. On the right nk, — Enemy 
drove back the Imperial Troops above 150 Paces beyond 
the Place, where they had formed themſelves in Battalia; 
and Prince Eugene returning to the Charge, had the 
Misfortune to be repulſed. three ſeveral times with Loſs. 
On the other Hand, the Left Wing advanced, and o- 
bliged the Horſe of the Enemies right Wing to retire 
from the Village of Pleyntheym,. where there were 27 of 
their Battalions, and 12 Squadrons of Dragoons, who 
fortified and defended themſelves as well as they could; 
ſa. that General Churchil! was obliged to come and aſſiſt 
my Lord Cutts and Major General Wilks, to force that 
Boft all at once, marching for that Purpoſe along the 
Rivulet, and leaving our Cavalry which — tought 
on the Right. 

At laſt the Enemies right Wing of Horſe being re- 
pulſed, found in the Flight the Danube behin them, into 
which ſeveral Squadrons caft themſclves, and were moft 
of them-drowned. Marſhal Tallard was taken Priſoner 
en the Banks of that River, LL. ] otherwiſe he would 
have been forced to take the tame way with his Squg- 
drons. In the Body af the Enemies Army, two Briga- 
des of Infantry , LM. J. finding themſelves cannonaded 
and ſurrounded by two Battalions, and two ot three 
Lines of our Horſe, endeavoured to retire by the way 
of Pleyntheim, but they were entirely cut to Pieces, ex- 
cept the Priſoners who were almoſt all wounded. See- 
ing that Things did not go fo well on our right Wing 
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was repulſed at the Village of 0vertlauwen, the Duke 
of Marlborough with admirable Preſence of Mind, thought 
t proper to cauſe the victorious Troops of the left 
Wing to halt, and to draw down ſome Squadrons and 
Battalions, to take the Enemy in the Flank at overłlau- 
wen; but before they were come there, we had advice 
that Prince Eugene had attacked the Enemy the fourth 
time with good Succeſs ; and that they retreated, ſet- 
ting Fire to the Villages of Overklauwen and Lutzingen. 
Thereupon our left Wing fell on again, and drove fome 
of the Enemies Infantry into the Banube, and took ſe- 
eral Pieces of Cannon, which towards the End of the 
battle they carried away under a Guard, with a De- 
gn to ſave them. Our Cavalry having purſued the 
taemy to the Defile at Hochſtette, — the Duke of 
Marlborough thought it was time to ſtop his Troops, be- 
cauſe Night came on, Prince Eugene on his fide pur- 
wed the left Wing which retired through the Wood, 
behind the Village of Lutzingen, and the Cavalry on 
the fide of Morſelingen , where that Prince ftgpt alſp. 
In the mean time the 27 Battalions, and, the 12 Squa- 
irons which were in the Village of Pleynibeym defended 
themſelves ſtill, and did not Surrender themſelves Pri- 
ners of War, till about eight at Night. We reckon 
that the Enemies Forces conſiſted of $7 Battalions, and 
159 Squadrons, and that they had about go Pieces of 
Cannon, of which ſome were 24 Pounders; and as for 
our Army, it conſiſted of 66 Battalions, and 181 Squa- 
drons, with 52 Pieces of Cannon. The Enemy having 
paſſed the Defile before mention'd , poſted themſelves 
lometime with their right Wing in the Church-Yard at 
Hochſtette , and the left at Donalte, [Letter P. ] and 
then retired by Favour of the Night to Lauwingen. Our 
Troops drew up in the Dark along the Morals before 
mentioned, the left Wing on the Danube, near Senderen, 
and the right Wing by Nedervenningen , | Letter Q.] 
The fourteenth our Army encamped the left Wing in 
the Village of Srewr, and. thę right at Wirtenſlingen ; and 
we ſaw the Troops file off to the Camp, almott all the 
Regiments having ſtill their Colours, Standards, and 

K Kettle - 
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Rettle- Drums. We took about 13000 Men Priſoners, 
1500 of whom were Orficers and among them 17 
General Officers; 49 Pieces of Cannou, 36 whereot 
were taken by the Duke of Marlborough, and 13 by Prince 
Eugene; and 100 Standards, Colours , and Kettle- 
Drums. 

This famous Victory has ſav'd the Empire from ſink- 
ing under the Tyranny and Oppreſſion of two pertili- 
ous Princes; and as the Glory and good Succels thereof 
can only be attributed to the wiſe and prudent Conduct ot 
the Duke of Marlborough, the Emperor writ a very o— 


bliging Letter to his Grace, giving him Title of 


Prince, which for ſatisfaction of the Reader I have here 
inſerted it Verbatim, in its original Language.

And upon the Occaſion of this great Victory obtain d 
over the French and Bavarians, their High Mighti- 
neſſes congratulated Her moft Sacred Majefty Queen 
ANN, in a Letter written by them from the Hague, 
Which is as follows.

A* TER — Thanks to God for the great and cont 
pleat Viltory which the Army of the Allies have ob- 
rained by bis divine Goodneſs near Hochſtet, we judge it 
becomes us to teſtiſie io your Majeſty our Foy for ſo Glorious 
and advantagious an Action. We moſt beartily congratu- 
late your Majeſty on this happy Succeſc, ſeeing it was 1he 
Bravery of your Troops that principaly contributed 10 it, 
and that the whole was done under the-prudent and valium 
Conduct of the Duke of Marlborough your Majeſty's Cap 
rain-General , who in this Battle reaped Lawrels that wid 
never fade. The Proſperity that attends your Majeſty's Reign, 
and the Glory of the Engliſh Nation, are exalted 10 4 high 
Degree by this ſhining Vittoryz and the advantagioun 
Conſequences we bave ground to bope for from it by the d.. 
vine Berg, will be deem'd the Kfjetts of your Succour and 
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thi: Alien will nt the Spirits of our Enemies, who are 
continually projecting vaſt Deſigns ; and that it will clear 
the Way for us to attain with Honour, the End we propoſed 
by our Alliances; that the Liberty of Europe and our Holy 
Religion being ſecured, your Majeſty may long enjoy the 
Fruit of the Care and Pains you take to eſtabliſh and 
maintain them. This i whit we wiſb Fe the bottom of 
our Hearts; mean time we aſſure your Majeſty of our Venera- 
tion for your Sacred Perſon, and beg the Continuance of your 
moſt valuable Affection and good Will to us and our Ree 
publick. We beſcech the Almighty, &c. 

Soon after this famous Victory 12000 Men were left 
with General Thurgen to carry on the Siege of Vim; 
the which he continued battering with a great deal of 
Fury for ſeveral Days; bat the Garriſon, conſiſting of 
four French and five Bavarian Battalions, ſeem'd refolv'd 
to make a vigorous Defence, in hopes that a Treaty 
would be concluded in ſome few Days. However the 
Trenches were open'd before this - City on the ſecond 
of September 1704, and the Count de Bettendorf who 
was made Governour of it by the Elector of Bavaria, 
having been ftraitly beſieg d by a Body of the Im- 
perialiſts five Days and ſuſtained the Fire of their Can- 
non and Mortars from ſeveral Batteries 10 or 12 Hours, 
he beat a Parley the 10th Inftant at break of Day, and 
offered to capitulate; whereupon Hoſtages being 
exchanged, Articles were drawn up and agreed 
upon, importing in the main, that the Garriſon with 
hve Pieces of Cannon and 2 Mortars ſhould be con- 
ducted to Strasburgb: Accordingly on the thirteenth the 
trench and Bavarian Garriſon march'd out of the Place; 
and with them 150 Waggons full of French wounded in 
the Battle of #ochſter; but half the Bavarians threw 
down their Arms, refuling to go to France. The Regi- 
ment of the Foot of Kriſnach, which is one of the Regi- 
ments of the Circle of Swabia , took Poſſeſſion of the 
Place immediately, being commanded by Colonel 
7efin, who for the preſent is made Governour. The 
fouricenth the Bavarians who had laid down their Arms 
took an Oatt never to lerve againſt the Emperor * 

wy 
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Allies again, and received Paſports to return home in ſafe- 


. ty. The ſame Daya treble Diſcharge was made of the 


Artillery on the Ramparts, for the Recovery of this City 
out of the Hands of the Elector of Bavaria, who took it 
by Surprize two Years and odd Days ago. But inftead 
of their marching out of the City with 5 Pieces of Cannon 


they marched out only with 2 Pieces on the 11th, as we 


are credibly inform'd by an Exprels whicn his Grace the 
Duke of of Marlborough recciv'd from General Thungen 
with the News of the Surrender of Un; in which Place 
were found 233 Pieces of Cannon, 26 Mortars, and 1200 
Barrels of Powder, beiides other Stores and Provifions in 
great Abundance, 

Our lateſt News from beyond Sea give an Account 
that fince the utter Defeat of the French and Bavariany, 
his Grace the Duke of Myriborough march'd the 6th of 
September 1704, to Kirbock, having Advice, that ſome of 
the Enemies Squadrons appeared on the riting Ground 0- 
ver againſt Philipsburg; and he order'd the Engliſh and De 
niſh Horle to advance, and paſs over the Rhine with all 
Expedition, to joyn the Palatine Troops which Prince Eu 
gene had ſent over that Morning; upon whofe Approach 
the Enemy retired, The 7th the reſt of the Army paſſed 


over the Rivers. The Marſhal de Villeroy and Marſin, and 


the Count de Coipnies poſted themſelves on the Paſſes a- 
long the River £u-ich, which they had hegun to fortife, 
as it they had intended to oppoſe his Grace's paſſing that 
F.iver;z but upon our Army's advancing thither, they re- 
rired the gth trom their Camp in great Confuſion to 
Haguenau; which is a City in Germany, in the Circle of 
the upper Khine, and Lantgravedom of Alſatia, once In 
perial, but Subject to the French ever ſince 1648. It 
ſtands on the River Matehrun, 13 Miles almoſt North! 
Errasburgh, and as many Weſt of Baden. 

The Retreat of the Enemy removing all the Difhcul- 
ties that might have hindred or retarded the Siege ot 
Landau, the ſame was reſolved upon, and accordingly 
Prince Lewis marched from hence with the Palative 
Troops and ſome others, to inveſt that Place and com. 
mand that Siege, Which is to be carried on e. 
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Forces who were poſted in the Lines and the Country 
of Hyrtemberg, who having been engaged in no Action, 
are freth and near compleat. The Duke of Marlborough 
and Prince Eugene are to cover the Sirge, and in the 
man time ſeveral new Bridges are laying on the Rhine, 
an other Preparations are making for carrying on that 
Enterprize with all poiſible Vigour. 

On the 224 of Seprember the King of the Romans, ar- 
rived in the Camp before Landan, and the ſame Evening 
took a View of the Works, which are advanced as far 
as could be expected; for they had carried on their 
Approaches within 80 Paces of a little Half-moon be- 
fore the Gate of France, and 200 Paces of the Glacis; 
and though on the 21ſt the Enemy made a Sally with 
4% Mes, both Horſe and Foot, and by Favour of an 
extraordinary Fire from the Place, advanc'd to our 
Trenches, to fill the ſame, yet they were ſo warmly 
receiv'd, that they retired in great Precipitation, lea» 
ving 100 Men Killed, and amongſt them ſeveral Offi- 
cers: We had only two Men kill'd, and 10 wounded 
on our fide, amongſt whom is the Count of Efferen. 


There are two Attacks, the chief whereof is directed 


againſt the Gate of France, becauſe the Place having 
been attacbd laſt Year on the fame fide, the Fortifi- 
cations were not yet ſuthciently repaired. His Grace 
the Duke of Marlborough , with Prince Eugene, and ſe- 
veral General Officers , upon the News of the King of 
the Romans being come to the Camp before Landau, 
want to wait upon him; and 3000 Pioneers are working 
ta repair the Lines of Laurenburgh, that a ſmall Body 
of Forces may be ſufficient to cover Landau, and the 
Country on that fide; and it is not to he thought other- 
ile, than that it will certainly be took this Year by the 
Contederate Forces; which Place will be of great Con- 
ſe4:12nce to them, againſt the next Campaign. 
_ Lan{zu is but a little City, however it isa very ſtrong 
Place of Germany, in the lower Circle and Palatinate of 
the Rhine; once Imperial, but Subject to the French, 
ever tince the Treaty of Munſter. It ſtands on the Ri- 
ver Cucieb, & Niles South of Neuſtat; 13 Weſt of Philips- 
burgh; 
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Gurghz and 16 S. W. of Spires, in the Longitude of 2y | 
Degrees, 50 Minutes, and Latitude of 49 Degrees, 3 
Minutes. 

A Party of Huſſars have been ſent out from Ratisboy 
towards Straubingen, to put ſeveral Villages belonging 
eo the Elector of Bavaria under military Execution, for 
having neglected to pay their Contributions. The Be. 
varians in Ingolſtadt in the Month of September 1704. 
ſurprized the Imperialiſts about that Place, and forced 
them to raiſe the Blockade; which Action obliged the 
King of the Romans to command 3 Regiments ot Horſe, 
and 2 of Dragoons to march that way, and General 
Herbevide, who commands all the Forces on the Danube, 
is order'd to deſtroy the Country of Bavaria with Fire 
and Sword, without any Mercy for the Country People; 
there being certain Advice, that they donot only ſupply 
the Garriſon of Ingolſtadt with Proviſions, but that they 
joyned with them when they beat up the Quarters cf 
General Auſſas; who fince hy with a Body of Imperial 
Troops at Nieuburg, expecting a Reinforcement of; 
or 4000 Men, in order to form a- new the Blockade 0 
Ingolſtadt. This Town ftands on the N. fide of the D:- 
nube, over Which it has a fair Bridge, 43 Miles almoſt 
N. of Munich, 11 Miles E. of Nieuburgh, and 33 F. . 
from Rutisbon. It is faid to be built by a Tribe of the 
Sueri, called Angeli, and to be called from thence Ange- 
loſt a4ium. It was firſt made a City by Lewis of Bavaria, 
Duke and Emperor, and was dignified by Lewis V. with 
an Univerſity. *Tis a Town ftrongly fortified both by 
Nature and Art, and has a noble Caſtle with very 
firong Walls, which enabled it to ftand a powerful Siege 
of the Proteſtants in 1545, and to give the firſt Check to 
the Progreſs of Guſtavus Adolphus, who in 1632 lay donn 
before it in vain. Tis ſeated in a plealant fertile Cour 
try, and is truly a fair built City juſtiy reckon'd the ſe- 
cond of the Circle and Dukedom of Bavaria, in that

The Swedes ſcaling the 
Valls, in their firſt Fury put all they met in Arms to 
he Sword; and on the other fide the Poliſh Officers and 
oltiers ſhot ſeveral Swedes from the Windows of the 
Houſes, into which moſt of them retir'd; but at length 
hey were glad to come out of thoſe Houſes, and yield 
hemielves Priſoners of War. Thus the Swedes took 
115 Place, without opening Trenches, or any other. 
formalities of a Siege. being Maſters of the Town, 
they open'd the Gates to their King; who entring with 
he Horſe, drew up in the great Market - Place, and ſent 
General Stei- boct to the Magiſtrates that were aſſem - 
bled in the Town- Houſe, to reprimand them for not 
ſubmitting to him in time; but they laid all the blame 
upon the Nobility that were there. The Palatine of 
Kliſch the Govern ur, was taken Priſoner en the 
Ramparts after his Men had left him, and confin'd in 
the Seminary of the Jeſuits; General Bereniz, a 
Pole likewiſe, who was taken in the Convent of the. 
E:mariins; General Kamnirs{i and many other Ofticers 
an! Soldiers lay hid a while, but were all forced to ap- 
pear and yield themſelves Priſoners to the King of Sw-- 
den, upon his threatning otherwiſe to ſer Fire to the 
Convents and Houſes that h:rbour'd them. Afrer this 
the King of Sweden went out again to his Army, and 
continu'd with them er camp'd under his Cannon: and 
General Ste inbacłk who had the principal Command un- 
der the King, publiſh'd an Order as ſoon as the King 
was out of Town, requiring all Perſons to declare what 
Effects they had in their Hands belonging to King 4u- 
zutw, or his Adherents on Pain of Death; as aiſo what 
Goods had been brought in thither from the Neighbour. 
ing Country; which many did immediately confe!s. 
He likewiſe demanded 400000 Crowns of the Town, 
tocommute for Plunder: but with much ado the Ma- 
gitrates prevail'd with him to accept of a Promiſe of 
39920 He alio caus'd an Inventory to be taken of a 
great Quantity of rich Goods that had been ſent in thi- 
ther, as to a Place of Security, from ſeveral Towns, 
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Villages, and Seats in the Country round them; which 
made it heliev'd the King his Maſter deſign'd to 
carry it all away with them ; ſoon after their taking thi 
Town a good part of it was burnt by accident, and in 
Probability the whole had been laid in Aſhes, had not 
the King ot Swe len ſent in 3500 Foot-Soldiers, who e. 
tingu ſhed the Fire. 

But ſtill ſince the King of Sweden made himſelf Ma- 
ſter of this Town, the Inhabitants there had been ob- 
lig d to carry daily to his Commiffaries, Gold, Silver, 
and much Plate, the greateſt part of which was taken 
from the Churches and Convents, to pay the 3020 
Crowns which the Magiſtrates had. promis'd his Majeſty, 
to {ave the Place from a general Plunder, with which 
it was threaten'd, The Fews that dwell'd there were 
oblig d to contribute very much to this Sum; who were 
uſed very ſcurvily to make them diſcover their Wealth, 


General guinbiel having cau'ed the 140 Pieces of Bra 


Cannon that were found on the Ramparts in Lembergh, 
and the Arſnal, to be drawn behind the Convent of 
the Eernarlin's, they were all laid together, over. 
charg'd, and th*ir Mouths turn'd into the Ground, and 
a irein being laid to them, they were all burſt at 
once: as they did th: Artillery taken in 7h-rn, and 
other Cities in Praſſia; which was a great Mortifica- 
tion to Srmiſiavs, and occaſion'd great Murmurings 
among his Party, fer by theſe Means the Swedes would 
deprive Poland of all its Artillery, and leave its Fron- 
tiers expos'd to the Infults of the Turks and Tet

been ſearch'd again to fee whether any more of the 
Cardinal Primate's Effects could be found in it; as was 
alſo the Convent of the Nuns of the Order of the Holy 
Sacrament, in which 'tis reported very valuable Effects 
belonging to the new King, his Mother, and Wife, 
were depoſited. On the 16th of September, 1704, half 
the Muſcovite Foot arriv'd in the Camp of Auguſtus, 
which the Czar ſent to his Aſſiſtance; they came down 
the Viſtula in a great Number of Veſſels: but the other 
half was oblig'd to halt near the Town of Hock zin. 
The Magiſtrates of Warſaw having taken into Coaſide- 
ration the Caſe of the Body of Merchants, who were 
rated at the ſum of 150000 Crowns, ſent Deputies to 
Auguſtus to make a Repreſentation in their Favour z 
which Deputies prevail'd with the King to ſuſpend the 
levying that Tax, and likewiſe to write to the com- 
manding Officer ot the Troops left in Garriſon there, 
not to paſs the Payment of 20000 Crowns which was 
demanded of the City, till fiirther Order; and to for- 
bear making any further Search in the Monaſteries, for 
the Effetts of the new King Staniſlaus, the Cardinal Pri- 
mate, or their Adherents, King Avguſtus alſo ſet at 
Liberty and ſent home thither, the Sieurs AoA and 
Kooker, who were ſeiz d and carry'd Priſonzrs to his 
Camp, for having remitted Money to Prince Ragot gti 
by order of the Court of France, 

About the 24th of September, 1704, the Deputies of 
Moravia, Plocko, Great Poland, and others, have had Au- 
dience of King Auguff us, in which they declar'd that 
they were ready to Sacrifice their Lives and Fortunes 
tor his Majeſty's Service. The Deputies of Great Po- 
land, in particular, beſought his Maſter to pardon the 
Inhabitants of Warſaw who impler'd his Clemency.

Poſtſcript. 


"Highneſs, dated on Board the Roy Catherine off of 
- Cape St. Vincent, Auguſt 27th 0. F. 1704, which gave 
Account, that on the 9th Taſtant, returning from 
watering our Ships on the Coaſt of Barbary to Gibral- 
tar, with little Wind Eaſterly, our Scouts to Windward 
made the Signal of ſecing the Enemies Fleet, which 
according to the Account they gave, conſiſted of 66 
= Sail, and were about 10 Leagues to the. Windward of 
us. A Council of Flag Officers was called, wherein 
it was determined to lie to the Eaſtward of Gibraltar 
to receive and engage them: But perceiving that 
"Night, by the Report of their Signal Guns, that they 
. wrought from us, we followed them in the Morning 
with all the Sail we could make. 
Oa the 11th, we forced one of the Enemies Ships 
2 ſhore near Fuengorela; the Crew quitted Her, {ct 
Her on Fire, and ſhe hlew up immediately. We con- 
tinued ſtill purſuing them: and the 12h, not hearing 
any of their Guns all Night, nor ſeeing, any of their 
Scouts in the Morning, our Admiral had a Jealoutic 
they might make a Double, and by the help of their.

The Admiral ſays, he muſt do the Officers the 
Juftice to ſay, that every Man inthe Line did his Duty, 
without the leaſt Umbrage for Cenſure or Reflection, 
and that he never obferved, the true Engliſh Spirits ſo 
apparent, and prevalent in our Seamen as on tha 
©ccafronr And this Battle is ſo much the more Gore 
ous to Her Majeſties Arms, becauſe the Enemy had a 
Superiority of 620 great Guns; and likewiſe the Ad- 
vantage of cleaner Ships, being lately come out of 
Port; not to mention their great nſe of their Gallies in 
TFowtng on or off their great Ships, and in ſupplying 
them with freſh Men as often as they had any kAlled or 
diſabled: But all theſe Diſadvantages were ſurmounted 
by the Bravery and good Conduct of our Officers, aid 
the undaunted Courage of our Seamen.

endeavoured theſe many Years to become by all Perfi- 
diouſneſs the ſole Monarch of the World. | 

France is bounded on the Eaſt with Jraly, being di- 
rided from it by the Alps; on the Weſt it is ſeparated 
from Spain by the Pyrenian Mountains; it has the Bri- 
tiþ Channel on the North; and on the South the Me- 
diteranean Sea. It is fertile in all forts of Grain; the 
Hills are cover'd with Vines, pleaſant Meadows, bea u- 
tiful Forefts, fair Olive Trees, Orange Trees, and all 
ſorts of Fruits; abounding likewile with Salt and 
tron. 

This Kingdom is divided into ſeveral Provinces 
of which Burgundy, Dolphine, Provence, Languedoc, and 
Britany are term'd Countries of State. The chief Ri- 
vers in France are the Rbone, the Loire, Seine, and the 
Garonne. 1. The Rhone, which riſing at the Foot of 
the Mountain St. Gedart, it comes from the Alps of 
upper Valois, and is not far from the Rhine and Dann- 
bius : The Germans call it Rhoden, from an Ancient 
Town called Rbodays. It runs through the Lake of 
Geneva, paſſes at Lyons, Vienne, Tournon , Valence, A- 
vignon , Taraſcon, Beaucaire, and Arles. The Saone, 
the Doux the Lizaire, the Gardan, the Durance, and 
other Rivers, enter into it. 2. The Loire takes it 
Origine at the Foot of Mount Gerbies of Fox in the 
Pariſh of St. Martial of the Dioceſs of Vivzers; it is 
called by this Name from a Country-Houſe near its 
Source called Toire, which is in the Pariſh of St. Eu- 
1ilie of the ſame Dioceſs, five Leagues from the Town 
of Pardeles in Vivarez, and fix from that of du Puy in 
Velay. It caſts forth Water at its Riſe as big as a Man's 
Thigh. This River, which is the longeſt in the King- 
dom, paſſes at Roanne, Nevers, Gien, Gergeau, Orleans, 
Blois, Amboiſe, Tours, Seumur, Nantes, and the Bridge 
of Ce: It carries Veſſels about 160 Leagues from Roan, 
as far as Nantes, or to Brevian. If it be not very deep, 
it is large and very full of Sand, wherefore Veſſels of- 
ten run a-ground there. It runs through the midft of 
the Kingdom, and divides it almoſt into two equal 

T 2 Parts 
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Parts. The Source of this and of Alliert are near each 
other. Alliers, Auron, Lindre, the Huine, the Sarthe, 
the Mayenne, the Vienne, the Clein, and other Rivers, 
diſcharge themſelves into this, which has its Begin- 
ning and End in France it ſelf. 3. The Seine comes 
from the Mountain Vogeſu in the Dutchy of Burguniy, 
S. Seine gave it its Name, it being the neareft Place 
of note to its Source. This River paſſes at Chatilhu, 
Nogent, Montereau, Melun, Corbeil, Paris, Mantes, V er- 
non, Rouen, and at Pont de Larebe : its Rivers are the 
Marne, Tome, the Oyſe, the Arne, the Eure, and others, 
The Ane enters into the Oyſe ; the River call'd the 
Loire paſſes at Montargis, and receives the Channel 
of Briare, for the Communication of the Loin and the 
Seine for Paris, which Channel was made under my 
the fourth. 4. The Gzrome iſſues from the Pyxenem 
Mountains near a Place call'd Gadeloup ; Its Source is 
affirmed to be in the little Valley of Aran; paſſing at 
Tolouſe , Moiſſac, Agen, Marmande , Cadillac, and at 
Bourdeaux, its Rivers are the Taru, the Lete, and the 
Pordogne. 

The principal ſmall Rivers are the Charente, Somme, 
Gardon, and Aude. 1. The Charente paſſes through 
Angoumois and Xaintoyge 5 waters the Towns of Au- 
gouleſm and Xaintes.. 2. The Somme is famous in Pi- 
cardy; and waters Hau, Peronne, Amiens, and Abbe- 
ville. 3. The Gardon runs through Længuedoct; and is 
noted for the Bridge over it call'd Pont du Gard, which 
contains three Bridges the one on the other, the firſt 
Bridge containing 6 Arches, and 150 Paces in length; 
the ſecond 11 Arches, and is 275 Paces in length; and 
the third 36 Arches, and 3oo Paces in length; the 
higheſt of theſe Bridges was built to uphold an Aque- 
duct for conveying Waters to Niſmes for its Embelliſh- 
ment; and the whole building (for which France is o- 
bliged to the Romans) is of Free Stone, of a ſurprizing 
breadth-and length; being without Lime-mortar, or 
ought elſe to bind them. 4. The Aue in Langue- 
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"Meliteranean Sed with the Ocean, by joyning the a- 


hovenamed River Aude, which enters into the Me- 
literanean Sea, to the River Garone, which diſcharges 


it (elf into the Ocean by the means of many Rivers 
whole Waters are kept with Sluces in this great Chan- 


nel, capable of conveying Barks for tranſporting Mer- 

chandiſe and other things from the Towg, of Narbonne 
to that of Toloſe, and thence to Bonrdeaux. They go 
of late conveniently. from CofteInaudary ſo far as Toloſe, 

which are two Towns diſtant from each 10 Leagues of 
Province, which equal 20 of the iJſle of France, When 

we go by Land, at Baſſide we begin to find the great 
Channel of the Communication of the two Seas, which 

is about 35 Leagues in length from Cape Sette. The 
Deſign of this great Work of joyning the two Seas was 

projected by Henry the fourth, for the Conveniency of 
conveying, the Merchandiſe of the Levant, and of all

The chief in-land Towns of France are Paris, Roan, 
Tholouſe , Narbonne, Orleans , Bourdeaux, Arles, Aix, 
Marſeilles, Toulon, Rochel, Pointers, Limoges, Abbeville, 
he ins, Sedan, Tropes, Caen, Chertres, Tours, Montpelias, 
Niſmes, Beʒiers, Montauban, Carcaſſonne, Bourges, An- 
ders, Rennes, Nantes, Cabors, Tulles, Aux, Caſtres, Di- 
191, Grenoble, Vienne, Mans, Perigueiux, Bergerac, A 
gen, Moulins, and Clermont, the Situations, Bearings, 
and Diſtances are as follow. Sixty eight miles almoſt 
N. E. from Orleans ſtands Paris, a vaſt, large, rich, 
and populous City, the Metropolis of all France, ſitua- 
ted in the Government and Territory of the Iſle of 
irance, on the Scyne; which River paſſes through on 

| mi 
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midſt of it, and wreſts it ſelf in and out at parting 
from itz and to render it more agreeable, the River 
Onrgues is brought to it, to ſupply the Trenches on 
the tide of Montmartre. It is a City; famous for the 
great and ſtately Temple of Notre-Dame , an End of 
which Building was made by Phillip the ſecond, about 
the year 1200. Its Structure is admirable; this Ca- 
thedral Church contains 66 Fathoms in length, 24 in 
breadth, and 17 in heigth; 120 Pillars, 45 7 
a great many Doors; and over the three chief there 
are 21 Statues of Kings of France, There are 389 
ſteps to the Place where the Bells are; the Towers 
are 24 Fathoms in height above the Earth. Here are 
a great Number of Pariſhes , excellent Fountains, 
Aqueducts, and Bridges, amongſt which | Ppnt-nexf, 
which is all of Stone, ſurpaſſes all the reſt. It is hon- 
our'd with the firſt Parliament of the Kingdom; and 
is an Univerſity founded by Charlemain in the year 791, 
and contains now above 60 Colleges, but moſt of 
them are one Ey'd, being ſo called, becauſe there is 
nothing done in them, and therefore it was once pro- 
pos'd to have them reduced to fix. This City is par- 
ticularly embelliſht with the Pallace des Tuilleries, 
the Louvre, and Palace Royal. The Palace des 
Tuilleries is called by this Name, becauſe in this Place 
formerly there was a Juillerie, or place to make Tiles; 
this Building Queen Catberine de Medicis cauſed to be 
began in 1564, but it was compleated by the preleut 
King of France, who has planted in the Garden, Sycomo- 
res, Indian Maroniers, and other beautiful Trees; made 
Knots and Beds, with all ſorts of Flowers, large Allies, 
little Wilderneſſes, great Ciſterns, and Terraſſes; and 
has placed many excellent Statues in it, among which. 
that of Time, which devours its Children, is very re- 
markable. Philip the ſecond ended the Building of the 
Louvre in the year 1214; which Palace being the firſt 
of the Kingdom, and as a Maſter-piece, ſome think 
that that prince call'd Je Louvre, as though he would 
lay, F Oeuvre [the Work] by way of Excellency ; And 
1.ews the tourteenth putting the laſt to it, has 7 
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larg'd it, that it is capable of receiving three Kings. 
The Palace Royal was begun to be built, Anno. 1604, 
by which is the Queen's Jour, where Coaches go the 
Tour, where they run the Ring, and uſe other publick 
Divertiſements. There are vera Houſes and Places 
of Devotion near Pari, but the moſt noted of them is 
the Church of the Abby of St. Dennis, which is ex» 
treamly viſited, both' by reaſon of its Patron, and for 
its Treafore , and for being the Burial-place' of the 
Kings of France. King Dagobert the firſt of the Name, 
cauſed it to be built, and to be cover'd with Silver. 
Here are ſeveral Rarities by ſhewing which the Prieſts 
get a great deal of Money of fuch who come to fee 
them, and are ſo much Prieft-ridden as to believe what 
they tell them to be true; but among all their foppiſh 
Curioſities in this Abbey, I ſuppoſe an Inventory of 
them will not be a little diverting to a Proteſt ant Rea» 
der, which is as follows.

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The Explanation of the Catalogue is this; the firſt 
Column ſhews the ſeveral Archbiſhopricks in the French 
Dominion; the ſecond Column ſhews the ſeveral Sut- 
fragan Diocefſes belonging to each Archbiſhoprick ; 
and the third Column ſhews the Biſhops which have 
been in each Dioceſs, from the firſt Inſtitution thereof 
to the year 1680. But againſt thoſe ſix Towns where 
there is an Aſteriſm, they do not now belong to the 
Archbiſhoprick of Bourges, but Alby one of them is 
raiſed to an Archbiſhoprick and has five Suffragans 
annex'd to it, viz. Cahors, Caſtres, Maude, _ 
and Vgbresz npon which account there has been athgn'« 
to the Archbiſhop of Bourges, and to his Succeſlors, 
15000 Livres yearly of the Revenue of the Archbiſhop 
of Albi. Thoſe Snffragans againft which there is a 
Dagger, are in the Nomination of the Duke of Savoy. 
And Bale, againſt which is a Hand or Index, being in 
Switzzerland, and become entirely Proteſtant, there 
has been no Romiſh Biſhop thereof, ſince Remaſtein, 
who died Anno, 1651; and the Epiſcopal See is aow 
remov'd to Porentru. 

It is to be obſerved, that the Archbiſhop of Rheims, 
at the royal Conſecration and Coronation, Anoints and 
Crowns the King. The Biſhop of Beauvais carries the 
Mantle Royal. The Biſhop of Chalons carries the 
Ring. The Biſhop of Laon carries the holy Vial. 
he Biſhop of Nyon carries the Waſt-Belt. The Bi- 
p of Lanpres Carries the Scepter. The Duke of 
Burgundy bears the Crown, and puts the Sword by 
the King's fide. The Peers appear with a Circle of 
Gold on their Heads in the Form of a Crown. And 
Princes and Lords are choſen to repreſent the 
Pezrs whoſe Peerages have been reunited to the 
Crown. ; 
The King of France bears the Flower-de-Luces, 
Or, which formerly were Seme, or without Number, 
and reduced to three by Charles the fixth. The 
Scutcheon is environ'd with the Collars of the Orders 
of St. Michael and of the Holy Ghoſt, enſigned with a 
Melmet, or, entirely open, thereon a Crown _— 
alter 
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after the manrfr of the Imperial Crown, with eight in. 
arched Rays, topt with a double Flower-de-luce ; and 
this is the Creſt; For ſupporters, two Angels habited 
as Levites, the whote under a Pavilion royal, Seme of 
France, lined Ermines, with theſe Words, Ex omnibas 
floribus elegi mihi Lilium, Lilia non laborant ne que nent. 
Theſe Terms the Lillies do not Spin, import, that 
the Flower-de-luces, which repreſent the Crown of 
France, never fall to the Diftaft; and that the Female 
Sex cannot inherit according to the Salick-Law. The. 
Arms of Navarre are Gules, Chains of Gold inter- 
laced, parted in Orles, Pales, Feſſes, Counterbands,.or 
Saltiers. | 

Thus much for the Deſcription of France, and its 
eccleſiaſtical and civil State. Now I arrive to the 
Sevennes, where the miſerable Camiſars being not able 
to bear the arbitrary Power of their perfidious Prince, 
who for many years has Perſecuted them with Fire 
and Sword for profeſſing the true Religion, and to this 
Day yet does dragoon them, ſeverely tax them, and 
fend them to the Gallies, they endeavour'd by Force 
of Arms to curb his Tyranny; and being headed by 
one Cavalzre, they have bravely bid Defiance to. his 
Forces, and oftentimes put them to the Rout.. But 
at length Czvilere their Leader heing tempted with 
Gold, and fair Promiſes of the King, he left his faith- 
ful Companions to get Preferment under an abſolute E- 
nemy to that Religion, tor which a little before he had 
{1 often ventur'd his Life. 

However his abandoning the ſame true Cauſe for a 
bad one, diſhearten'd not the Camiſars, fince they 
had as good a Leader among them ſtill, to Head them 
againſt their Foe, which Commander was Roland, who 
manfully oppos'd and put the Frenc: King's Party often 
to the Flight. But at length, to the great Grief 


and Sorrow of the poor Camiſars he was cut off, hy 
the Marſhal de Villarsz for being informsd that Roland 
was, with ſome of his principal Men of the Party 
he Commanded, at Caſtelnau with a Lady, who, tis“ 
laid, was Koland's Miltrels , he eat Troops —_ 
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who ſurrounded the Caſtle. yn appear'd at one 
of the Windows with a Piftol in each Hand; but 
the Dragoons, fir'd 4 him, and kill'd him, with 
ſeven or eight of the Camiſars; yet three of thoſe 
that were with him eſcap'd. | 
On the 17th of Aupuſt 1704, N. S. the — of 
Roland was publickly burnt at Niſmes, and five of his 
Men that were taken when he was kill'd were broke 


alive upon the Wheel. They all ſuffered Death with 


remarkable conſtancy. Major Mzilte (who was one of 
them) ſhew'd no manner of concern when his Sentence 
was read to him, and witha ſmiling Air rejected with 
Scorn the Counſel given him to change his Religion. 
Theſe Perſons went with Roland to the Caſtle of 
Caſtelnau, to conſult together on their common Affairs; 
and not to meet their Miſtreſſes, as their Enemies re- 
rted te ſully his Honour and Reputation; but that 
ry of the Paris Gazetteer was juſt ſuch another falſe 
one as he reported of the Camiſars ſubmitting to the 
French King. Saying , the ſevere Example made of 
Roland, and thoſe that were taken with him, together 
with the intire Defeat of the Party commanded by 
Catinat, and the Favours conferr'd on Cavilere, and 
thoſe who come over with him, have had no little In- 
finence on the Camiſars; And within a few Days 
_ Number of them have come to the Marſhal de 
Villars and implor'd the King's Mercy, among whom 
Faguer de Cuſſin, who commanded one of their ſtrong- 
eft Parties in the Dioce of Uſez, came to the Mar- 
ſhall to deſire to go and ſerve the King with Cavilere: 
And moreover that Catinat had like w ile ſignified that 
he is willing to ſurrender, and 5 others of the chief 
Leaders of the Camiſars had ſent a Letter, figned by 
them, to the Marſhal, in which they aſſur'd him 
they were willing to accept the King's Pardon; 
whereupon the Marſhal ſent them Word, that it they 
would come in, they ſhould be pardon'd, but ad- 
vis'd them not to delay it. Morcover the King's Troops 
in the mean time gave no Quarters to any Camiſurs they 


found in Arms; how the laſt Refuge of them was the 


Upper 
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Upper Sevennes, and that the Marſhal de Villars had 


been oblig'd to buy up ſtore of Proviſions for the 
ſubſiſtance of his Troops, who were about to march 
up into that Hilly Country; yet it was not impoſũi- 
ble but ſome Parties of the Camiſars might eſca 
their Hands, becauſe the ſituation of that part of the 
Country is ſuch that they might lurk about in it as 
long as they can get Victuals. 
heſe are ſtories which are raiſed by their Ene- 
mies to cool the Zeal of thoſe, who pitty ing the Caſe 
of the brave Camiſars, are willing to attempt all 
poſſible means to relieve them. But all their malici- 
ous Artifices were to no purpoſe, for Revane} com- 
manded in the room of Roland, and the Camiſars were 
— than ever, having ſeveral Parties of 7 or 
800 Men in a Body, to oppols Marſhal de Villars, 
who took the Field again, ſoon after Roland was 
burnt, to make a new attempt upon them, which was 
his Sorrow and Diſgrace; for they gain'd a new Ad- 
vantage over the Royaliſts within a rr cn of la Sale, 
killing 200 of them, and taking 58 Priſoners. Then 
they propos'd to the Marſhal e Fillart to exchange 
theſe Priſoners for thoſe of their on Party taken at 
divers times, er for Men that were in the Gallies on 
Account of their being of the reformed Religion; but 
the Marſhal anſwer'd, that the King would agree to 
no Cartel with his Rebellious Subjects. Whereupon 
they ſhot dead 40 of thoſe Priſoners, and Flead 3 & 
thers (who were Jriſh Officers) alive; and expoſed 
their dead Bodies afterwards in the high Road to 
Niſmes. They likewiſe athx'd a Writing on ſeveral 
Church Gates, in which they threaten'd to treat in the 
fame manner all the Othcers that ſhall fall into their 
Hands, till they are afſured by a Cartel, that all the 
Camiſars who ſhall be taken ſhall be uſed as Priſoners 
of War. | 
Beſides, the Camiſars were grown more exaſperated 
fince the Death ot the famous Roland, and the Exe» 
cution of thoſe his Comrades, who were taken at 
Caſtelngu , than ever they were before; and Keves 
34 
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nal, who did command them in chief, had ſignify'd, that 
he will rgve their Deaths upon all the Romaa 
CatholickS who ſhall fall into his Hands. This fo 
frighted the latter, that they dare not ſtir out of their 
Houſes z which cauſed a total interruption of Com- 
merce. The Marſhal of Villars took all poſſible mea- 
ſures to reduce them, but had repeated to the Court 
what he declar'd upon his Arrival in thoſe Parts, that 
the reducing of them was almoſt impoihble without a 
reater Number of Forces. The Court being ſenſi- 
le thereof, ordered the Duke of LA Feuillade to ſend 
him a reinforcement, but the unexpected turu of 
Affairs in the Empire cauſed a great Alteration in 
their meaſures; and eſpecially upon the Marſhal of
